2. COMMENT: SINCE WE WERE UNABLE TO TALK DIRECTLY TO 
THE PM, WE ARE NOT CERTAIN THAT HE UNDERSTANDS PULLY 
WHAT 24-HOUR SECRET SERVICE PROTECTION ENTAILS. THERE- 
PORE A DEPARTMENT OPPICER MAY WISH TO EXPLAIN THE SITUA- 
TION TO HIM PERSONALLY UPON HIS ARRIVAL IN NEW YORK WITH 
A VIEW TO ENSURING THAT THE "DISCREET" PROTECTION HE 
NOW DESIRES WILL NOT SUBSEQUENTLY APPEAR TO THE PM TO 
BE INCOMPATIBLE WITH THE KIND OF "PRIVATE" VISIT HE HAS 
PLANNED. 
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
